RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Finance and Commerce Department. 

During the past year and-a-half numerovs representations have reached the Government 
of India from European officers in Government service, bringing to notice the hardship which 
they have undergone in consequence of the fall in the rate of exchange, and praying for the 
Ee of measures of relieh . The facts which came to the knowledge of the Government 
of India left no doubt that the distress from which their servants wore suffering was wide- 
spread and severe; ond His Excellency the Governor-General in Council has lost no oppor- 
aad of expressing his sympathy with those wha haye been affected, and of urging upoa 
the tary of State the necessity of applying an early and adequate remedy. It was not, 
however, found possible to deal with the matter while measures regarding the reform of the 
currency were still under consideration. His Excellency the Govornor-General in Council 
is now able to announce that the Secretary of State has been pleased to accord his sanction 
to the following scheme :— e 

To every European and Eurasian Officer of Government, Civil or Military, not domi- 
ciled in India (except those whose pay is fixed in sterling and converted into rupees annually 
at the official adjusting rate) will be granted an allowance, to be designated Exchange 
Compensation Allowance, sufficient to enable each officer to remit to Europe one-half his 
ore name to a maximum limit of £1,000 a year at a privileged rate, ‘fhe pers 
rate has been fixed until further orders at 1s. 6d. the rupee. The allowance, which will be

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admissible whether any remittance made to Europe or not, will be given in the 
Soa ce cae ry, yaryit tl he rate of exchange assumed as 
the market rate for the quarter, and ¢ ted to yield an amount equal to the difference 
between one-half salary converted. at Js. 6d. and one-half salary converted at the av 
market rate. The allowance will be payable month by month along with pay, and under 
rules under which pay is drawn; and be subject in every case to anu annual maximum 
equal to the difference between £1,000 converted at 1s. 6d., and the same sum converted at 


the average market rate, 
2. Hues have been framed ibing the mannerjin which the percentage for each 


quarter be calculated, defining the conditions under which the allowance may be 

drawn, and these are pu ith-for general information, The Secretary of State has 
been pleased to authorize effect being given to the rules from the beginning of the current 
official year 1893-94, and the allowance will accordingly be granted in-respect of all-payments 
of salary which became payable on or after the Ist April 1893. For the first quarter of the 
present officia year, April. to June, the percentage has been fixed at 10°81, corresponding 
to an exchange of ls. 24d. to the rupee, this being the actual average rate during that 
quarter. For the seoond quarter, July to ‘September 1898, the percentage has been fixed 
at 7°6, corresponding to an exchange of 1s. 32d., that being the actuah average market rate 
from Ist July to the date of the Secretary of State’s sanction to the scheme now announced. 
For future quarters the percentage will be fixed in the manner prescribed in the rules. 

8. From the date when these rules come into force, the present system‘ under which 

family remittances are made through the Government account,by military officers and some

Excuayoe Oompunsation ALLOWANCE.
